REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

—   OF   — 

DISTRICT  No.  13,  GILFORD. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Gilford  : 

The  Board  of  Education  of  District  No.  13  respectfully  submit 
th©ir  eighth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1885. 

In  general  the  condition  of  the  schools  has  been  marked  by  no 
radical  change  since  the  last  report.  Their  work  has  been  conducted 
on  the  plan  adopted  several  terras  ago.  with  such  modifications  and 
improvement  in  the  system  as  experience  has  suggested,  or  new  re- 
quirements made  advisable.  To  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
schools  has  been,  and  is,  the  chief  object  that  has  been  held  steadily 
in  view. 

The  naed  of  another  school,  of  a  higher  grade,  has  been  felt 
for  some  time,  both  to  relieve  the  lower  rooms  and  to  provide  a 
course  of  study  for  the  more  advanced  classes.  About  the  middle 
of  the  fall  term  such  a  school  was  opened  in  the  Piper  Block,  some 
eighteen  scholars  being  taken  from  the  Grammar  school  for  this  pur- 
pose. This  allowed  promotions  to  be  made  from  all  the  other  rooms, 
and  has  resulted  in  more  satisfactory  work  in  every  case.  Work  has 
been  begun  on  a  more  systematic  course  of  study,  beginning  with 
the  lower  grades,  which  will  be  adapted  and  extended  through  the 
High  school.  With  the  nucleus  thus  formed  it  is  intended  to  build 
up  a  good  school,  which  shall  be  opened  to  non-resident  scholars 
on  moderate  terms. 

Several  new  teachers  have  been  employed  since  the  fall  term. 
Miss  Mabel  Hammond  has  taught  the  Grammar  school,  and  Miss 
Carrie  Hammond,  the  East  Intermediate.  The  Misses  Hammond 
are  graduates  of  the  Dover  High  school.  Miss  Estelle  Locke  of 
Centre  Sandwich  has  had  charge  of  the  West  Intermediate,  and 
Miss  Nellie  Mead  of  Meredith,  of  the  East  Primary.  All  have 
worked  earnestly,  and  to  a  large  degree,  successfully,  to  promote 
the  interest  of  their  respective  departments.

All  the  school  buildings  are  in  a  usable  condition,  anil  no  large 
sums  have  been  expended  for  repairs ;  nor  will  it  be  necessary  to 
make  any  great  outlay  the  coining  year.  The  subject  of  a  new 
schoolhouse,  adapted  to  modern  requirements,  was  brought  up  at 
the  last  annual  school  meeting,  and  it  was  voted  to  raise  $12,600 
for  house  and  lot.  No  portion. of  this  amount  is  yet  available,  but 
some  definite  action  will  doubtless  be  taken  the  coming  year. 

Physiology  and  hygiene  have  been  carefully  taught  as  a  pre- 
scribed study  in  the  upper  grade,  and  the  subjects  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  effects  of  alcohoMc  stimulants  and  narcotics  have  been 
considered  in  all  the  schools.  These  topics,  with  the  elementary 
principles  of  hygiene,  or  the  laws  of  health  in  their  social,  physical 
and  moral  aspects,  should  be  constantly  held  before  the  pupil's 
mind  from  the  time  he  enters  upon  school  life  till  the  close.  The 
method  of  accomplishing  this  work,  whether  by  set  lessons,  or  by 
talks  and  suggestions  thrown  out  all  the  way  along,  may  be  safely 
left  to  the  judgment  of  the  teacher.  Much  good  will  surely  result 
from  this  kind  of  instruction. 

The  number  of  different  scholars  enrolled  during  the  year  is 
302;  boys,  156,  girls,  146.  This  is  a  small  increase  over  the  pre- 
ceding report.  Roll  of  honor,  by  terms,  spring,  57  ;  fall,  61 ;  win- 
ter, 53.     Percentage  <>f  daily  attendance  for  the  year,  85  to  97.
